As she read, her conviction 
grew that Steven Truscott had 
been sentenced for a crime 
which he might not have com- 
mitted, Her search led her to 
the murder area and to the 
town where the trial was 
held.

Backward S ystem | 


May Be Best 


For Council

Scissors and pencils 
were being sharpened at 
city hall this week ready | 
for-the annual assault on 
the 1966-67 budget. f 

And at least one city alder- 
man thinks the almost fatalis- 
tic approach to the cut-and- 
trim method is out of date and 
doomed to failure. - 

“We seem to approach the 
annual budget in an extremely 
backward 
fashion,"’ says 
Ald. Hugh 
Stephen. ‘We 
f ask each de- 
partment head 
to submit a 
budget for his 
de partment 
and then go 
over it with a 
fine | tooth- 
comb cutting 
here, trimming there. 

“Having done this we de- 
cide how much money we are 
“going to need for the coming 
year and strike the mill rate. 

“Wouldn't it be more sen- 
sible if we struck the mill 
rate first, decided how much 
revenue we had coming in and 
then parcelled the money ‘out 
to the various departments 
with strict instructions to live 
within the budget?” , 

One city in England, Birm- 
ingham in the smoke-grimed 
Midlands, already uses the 
live-within-your-income type 
of city budgeting. 

The process appears simple. 
SPECIAL COMMITTEE 


_ A special committee ex- 
amines the city's anticipated 
revenue and works out from 
that what can be spent by 
each department on a basis of 
priorities. 

That it is successful there 
is no doubt for this year 
Birmingham's taxes will rise 
only four per cent instead of 
the 12 per cent forecast un- 
der the old budgeting system. 

Would it work here? 

City comptroller James 
Bramley is mildly sceptical. 
_“It obviously works in Borm- 
ingham,”’ he said. “But I don’t 
know how they make it work. 

“Although the budget we 
bring down later this month is 
earmarked for future spending 
it is the decisions that -are 
made during the year, not at 
budget time, that cost the 
money." : 


Mr. Bramley cites several 
examples calculated to keep 
budget-makers awake at night. 

“You can’t grant a 5 per 


“cent wage increase to gafbage 


collectors and then only allow 
for a 2 per cent increase in 
the budget,” he said. “Neither 
can you ask the department to 
hold the line. 

“If you do grant the 5 per 
cent increase and then slash 
the department's budget only 
one thing can happen: service 
must be reduced, men laid off 
and collections’ changed from 
once a week to once every two 
weeks.”’ 

Another example of- prob- 
lems is given from the fire 
, department. 

D..NGER FACTOR 

“A cut in working hours re- 
sulted in our hiring 16 or 17 
additional firemen,” he said. 
“We could have reduced the 
working hours and gone on 
with the established man- 
power, but that would have 
undoubtedly resulted in a hefty 
increase in fire insurance 
rates to’ say nothing of the 
danger factor involved when 
you are operating so obviously 
below efficient strength."’ 

Mr. Bramley, prepared to 
seriously consiger any sugges- 
tion that might save the city 
a dollar, still feels that the 
present method of budgeting 
is the best and only way. 

“A department head worth 
is salt puts a budget forward 
that he concientiously feels 
w'll do the job,” he said. “He 
knows what he will need to 
do the job he hae already been 
instructed to do by city coun- 
cil.” : 

While the general public will 
launch its anticipated scream 
when this year’s program of 
increased spending is _ un- 
veiled, it is that same public 
which forces city spending 
ever higher. 

BETTER SERVICES 

“Not only are ‘cities being 
required to. maintain existing 
services with their steadily 
increasing costs, but they are 
being required to provide an 
increased level of service,” 
said Mr. Bramley. 

One thing -ity councils can 
do to hold the line even if only 
slightly. ; 

“This is purely a personal 
opinion,”” says the veteran 
book-balancer. “But we 
haven't got the money to 
maintain properly what we 
already have and we should 
not be getting into new activi- 
ties.”

Pugsley will remain, to threaten the 
nation’s, life, long after the present Par- 
liament is dead.
